sy stem as to produce illness on his re­

home, 
from 
which he never re­ 
covered and died Frida y night. 
He 
was a son of Alderm a n Brown of Free­ 
port, was 31 y ea rs old la st J a nua ry , and 
lea ves a y oung wife, besides his pa r­ 
ents, four brothers and two sisters.

Mr Moore now 
proposes 
to 
m ea sure the 
tem pera ture, 
pressure a nd m ov em en ts of the air a t v a ri­ 
ous elev a tions from the ea rth, on a sy s­ 
tema tic plan, cov ering a sufficient area a nd 
period of tim e to perm it the m ost im p or­ 
tent deductions therefrom to be deriv ed. 
These observ a tions w ill 
lie 
m a de 
by 
mea ns of kites sent up in the air from 16 
kite observ ing sta tions. 
T hese sta tions 
w ill bo loca ted a t the four corners of a rec­ 
ta ngula r a rea a bout 2,000 m iles long a nd

to the R ocky m ounta ins, a nd from the 
northern la kes nea r to the gu lf of Mex ico.

S u bsta ntia lly it 
] as been discov ered o lie truo tha t a t grea t 
¡dtitudes, ,,ust as a t grea t depths in the 
ocean, 
the tem pera tures nev er

L’hese fa cts show us how thill a lay er of 
atinospht rie a ir it is w hich surrounds our 
earth a nd w hich 
is a ffected by

It is hoped tha t by a n ela bora tion of the

C hu n gesof te m ­ 
pera ture ox * r a giv en area, ca used by ra ­ 
dia tion of bea t from the ea rth or sun or 
con trib u tin g ca uses, are believ ed to be' re­ 
sponsible for winds. Hut this theory is not 
well settled a nd is open to question in the 
ea se of grea t storms. 
Gra nted tha t storm s 
a re w h irlin g colu m n s of a ir—-they ma y be 
only 
1 oo m iles or they ma y be 1,000 or 
ev en 2,000 m iles in dia m eter—a ll tha t wo 
a re a ble to observ e of them is their lower 
edge, where they como in conta ct w ith the 
earth. 
Where is the v ertica l center of such a 
storm? At w ha t elev at ion a bov e the ea rth ’s 
surfa ce does it show its grea test intensity ? 
As fa r a s kite ex perim ents ha v e so far been 
a ble to throw ligh t upon this problem the 
center of grea test storm energy is 8 ,000 or 
4,00*» feet a bov e the surfa ce of the earth 
B u t w hether the a x is of rota tion upwa rd 
a nd d ow n w a rd from this center is v ortical 
or sla n tin g us compa red w ith thu lev el of 
the ea rth w e do not know 
When wo a s ­ 
certa in this, as we hope to do by the kite 
observ ing sta tions, w e ma y dev elop an en 
tlrely new principle concerning the direc­ 
tion ta ken by a ny giv en storm, so tha t the 
science of foreca sting the w ea ther w ill be 
m a de 
infinitely more ex a ct a nd useful 
tha n it is at the present time. 
Professor Moore'» M eth ods. 
Professor Moore is going a t this im p or­ 
ta n t work in the right spirit a nd method. 
He is now enga ged in tra in in g a sta ff of 
m en for m a n ipula tion of the kites a nd the 
instrum ents. 
About 65 men nn ill be need 
ed in all for the 16 kite sta tions. 
It is ile- 
nlrable tha t a ll the work be dune by ca re­ 
ful. conscientious nu n. for it is quite w ith 
in the ra nge of the possible that, im porta nt 
discov eries m a y be ma de if the work is 
th oroughly done.

a nd im p orta nt as these ex perim ents are 
sure to be to all lov ers of science a nd 
know led ge, congress looks only to perfec­ 
tion of the science of foreca sting the w e a th ­ 
er, tha t fa rm ers a nd others m a y deriv e a d ­ 
v a nta ge thereirom. 
If Professor Moore 
sha ll be a ble to go before a com m ittee of 
c o n g r e s s a nd show tha t by the ex penditure 
of a few thousa nd do l l a r s a y ea r m illions 
ma y be sa v ed to fa rmers a nd to the ship 
ping interests, congress w ill gla dly a ppro­ 
pria te the m oney 
Hut if ho G a ble to 
show only tha t im porta nt principles in at 
mospherie la w s are to be deduced, v \ it hunt 
direct pra ctica l or utilita ria n a dv a nta ge, 
congress w ould not be likely to ent oura ge 
further ex perim enta tion.

I am w riting th is in “ my old cabin 
h ome," with a good tire in my little 
sh eet iron stov e, and th e wind signing 
th r o ug h th e firs and spruces outside 
I can look out th r o ug h t h e cracks in 
t h e roof and see t h e tops of t h e m o un­ 
tains on th e r i g h t and 
with 
my left 
h and re a c h out and open t h e cabin 
door and see th e m ountains on th a t 
side, th e cany on h e r e being but about 
4,000 feet wide. 
It is "b out as far from 
our c a b in to th e m ountains as it is from 
t h e da m to t h e poet office in Dix on. O ne 
of our g r e a te s t troubles, so far, is to 
ge t dr} wood to burn in o ur stov es. 
Dy ea h ad its first fire y esterday . 
A 
h otel and g a m b li ng 
h ouse 
was des­ 
troy ed, ami th e p ro p rieto r and a no th e r 
m an w e r e b ur ne i t o de a t b . E v e r y th ing 
about th e premises was lost: 
but th e 
people iu a few m inutes raised $500 for 
th e widow of th e h otelkeeper. 
T uesday was a beautiful day . 22 b e ­ 
low zero with snow in th e woods two 
feet deep; but as t h e trail is well p a c k­ 
ed. 1 sta rte d out, w a rm ly cloth ed, for a 
tr ip of 32 miles on foot, with c am era, 
etc. 
S ta r te d up t h e riv e r tra il and 
passed ev ery loaded team, doge, ponies 
or sled men.

w hich he has b een m aking b y a new 
process, 
of w hich 
ho expect« great 
things. 
In m aking this great engine of w ar 
the old method of “ b uilding u p” a gun 
b y jackets has b een ab andoned. 
The 
immense b arrel ha« b een cast in one 
piece of steel and m andreled and then 
rchected. 
The gun w ill lie rifled in 
Washington. Thu process of forging the 
interior will b e superv ised b y Dr. ( lu l­ 
ling personally. 
Speaking of the b uilt 
up gun, Dr. (Jailing said: 
“ For 40 years b ig guns hav e b een 
made of scores and scores of pieces. 
F irst the inner tub e ha« b een cast— a 
mere w eak shell. 
To strengthen this, 
section after section of steel ha« b een 
b uilt up around it. 
Now, when these 
sections are heated b y firing they of 
course expand and the tub e elongates. 
I hav e known guns to open up cracks 
b etween the section« largo enough to 
allow half dollars to he slipped 
in. 
A fter this the tub e curv es dow nw ard 
and the gun i« useless. The old style of 
gun could not stand 20 rounds in ac­ 
tion, and I do not b eliev e one exists 
tha t could b o fired 12 tim es in quick 
succession w ithou t b eing rendered use­ 
less. 
Now, w hen a gun costs $100,000 
it is pretty expensiv e shooting if it can 
only b e fired such a lim ited num b er of 
timos. 
1 b eliev e the new gun w ill ou t­ 
last the old one« for three or four tim es 
the num b er of discharges at least. 
If 
not fired too rapidly, 100 rounds may 
easily he discharged 
from the m a n ­ 
dreled gun. 
“ Then, too, tho cost is a considerab le 
item. 
We can b uild tw o and perhaps 
three guns on the new plan for w ha t 
one could b e b uilt b efore, and, w ha t is 
more im portan t in an emergency, they 
can he b uilt in a qu a rte r of the time. 
The old plan was unm eehanieal and mi 
scientific. It was the b est tha t could b e 
done 40 years ago, hut is aw ay out of date 
now. 
W hen steel could only b e m ade 
in small crucib les, they were ob liged to 
b uild up the guns, b u t now it is differ­ 
ent. 
The eas ing is done w ith a rotary 
flow of ii etal to giv e the b aud a ropo- 
like consistency, and w ith the alloys now 
known the cast m etal can he m ade as 
strong us if it w ere welded. 
K nglnud 
b us giv en up the b uilt up gun and is 
now experim enting w ith a w ound w ire 
method. 
T he i landrel is far ahead of 
this, how ev er.” 
Dr. (tailin g is a nativ e of N orth C a r­ 
olina. H e has liv ed in Clev eland m any 
years, 
lie is a medical man, b ut for 
years has dev oted his attention to m e ­ 
chanics and gunm aking. 
In m anners 
he is mild and in disposition kind. 
He 
says the terrib le scenes of the civ il w ar 
led him to dev ise the ga tling gun in the 
interest of hum anity, and he b eliev es it 
has done mu :k to prev ent b loodshed. 
“ Only recently, ” said Dr. G atling, 
“ General M iles told m e of an experi­ 
ence on the frontier— in Utah, I b eliev e 
it was. 
A certain chief threatened to 
create a disturb ance, and lie had b rav es 
enough on tho w arpath to do a great 
deal of damage. 
Uudyr a flag of truce 
General Miles got him to come to his 
cam p und see his power. 
One of the 
b attery of gatlings w as charged aud 
turned ou a d istant tree. 
A fter ab out 
800 shots had b een fired the chief, whose 
nam e was Crow Day, threw up his 
hands and left. 
He reported tha t the 
w hite m an 
had 
‘dev il 
gu n s,’ 
aud 
straightw ay he and his b rav es picked 
up thoir b lankets and walked. The chief 
nev er stopped to see w hether the tree had 
b een hit or not. ” 
Bpeaking fu rther of tha t inv ention ha 
said that his idea was tha t if a gun 
could b e m ade w ith w hich one m an 
m ight do the work of 100, then 09 
would tie spared the horrors of cam p 
hospital and b attlefield. 
“ My early difficulties were m a n y,” 
he said. 
” 1 m ade m y plans 
easily 
enough and finally had a b attery of six 
guus b uilt. 
W hen 
these gnus were 
nearly completed anti all paid for, some 
« » ii« — I doub t not a scoundrel of a reb el 
spy— set tire to the factory, and they 
were destroyed. 
1 went to w ork again, 
and a b attery of 18 guns was m ade in 
Cincinnati and sent to W ashington as 
soon as completed. 
Here there were 
more troub les. 
General 
Ripley, 
the 
chief of ordnance, would hav e none of 
my gun. F in ally ray agent started b ack 
west, b ut he met G eneral B utler, w ho 
was un his way to the Jam es riv er, and 
exhib ited the b attery to him. 
lie was 
most enthusiastic, and purchased 
12 
guns and carriages and 1,000 rounds of

McCard, w ho left b orne in Decemb er, 
w rites tinder date of Feb . 12 as follow s: 
“ I w as in Lake B ennett tw o days, 
and it was v ery cold all the tim e. 
It 
w as 80 degrees b elow zero or worse. 
I 
did not take my b lankets down w ith 
me the lust eight miles, as I expected to 
return to them a t night, hut I fell in 
w ith a fellow who said he had plenty ol 
b lankets for b oth. 
B ut w hen night 
came 1 came near freezing and got up at 
1 o’clock and b uilt a fire to keep w arm . 
“ There is a good deal of sickness here, 
and ev ery day we saw some poor fellow 
b rought in ou ii hand sled to b e b uried 
or sent home to his people. 
I hav e seen 
six since I started to Lake Bennett. 
They hav e some sort of a spinal or sp >t- 
ted fev er. 
A t least they turn spot ed 
after they die. 1 meet ii good m any men 
from Dawson, and they are liu -t all go 
ing b ack, and some say a m an earns| 
ev ery dollar he gets frc in tha t country. 
Only the b est men and those b est equ ip-j 
ped ev er go through the hardships. 
I 
think « v er three fourths of the people 
hav e t im e d b uck since I came up here. 
Some 
uke their goods 10 or 15 miles 
and then sell out for little or nothing.

Mr. Honore Francois Laine, a new s­ 
paper correspondent and a F ren c h citizen 
expelle d from C ub a b y G eneral Blanco, 
arriv ed at Key W est recently on b oard 
the steam er O liv ette from Hav ana. 
Ho 
said w ith regard to his experiences there 
that on F riday night, M arch 4, a t 11 
o’clock, w hile b o w as leav ing the Hotel 
de Inglaterra in H av ana, he w as a rre st­ 
ed b y Colonel Jose Paglieri. chief of po­ 
lice of H av ana, taken to the Jefatu ra, 
or police headquarters, searched, de­ 
priv ed of all his papers and locked up 
in a d irty cell, w here he had to sleep on 
tho floor. He continued: 
“ N ext m orning at 5 o’clock, together 
w ith ten other young men whom I did 
not know and had nev er seen b efore, 
w ith one exception, and guarded b y 25 
soldiers of the b attalion of orden pu b ­ 
lico w ith d raw n b ayonets, we were pa­ 
raded throu gh the streets of H av ana to 
the w harf of Cav ulh-ria, taken across 
the hay in a gov ernm ent b oat and final­ 
ly landed in a dirty, dingy and dam p 
dungeon of the C ab ana fortress. 
“ Accompanied b y a » Spanish captain, 
I was recently taken on a gov ernm ent 
b oat to the steam ship Oliv ette, and here 
I am in Key West. 
If it had not b een 
for my friends and the French consul, 1 
would not know w hy 1 had b een de­ 
tained, as the » Spanish officials did not 
say a w ord to m e ab out it. 
B ut I hav e 
b een ab le to ascertain tha t I hav e b een 
accused of heading a great political plot 
w hich had for its purpose the b lowing 
up of the Vizcaya, the k illin g of G e n ­ 
eral Blanco, G eneral Pan do and Consul 
General Lee. 
All this m ay seem to 
many like a huge joke, b ut the S pan­ 
iards really b eliev e it all. 
“ W hen I was searched at the police 
headquarters, a cipher code was found 
on my person. 
The chief of police read 
on it, ‘Death of Blanco, Pando aud L ee,’ 
and some other possib le ev ents of the 
kind tha t m ight occur, and if the press 
censor w ould not allow tho transm ission 
of the new s I had m y cipher code ready 
for w ritin g to some friend a t K ey West. 
Then the chief took the paper to the 
palace and showed it to the terrified 
G nerai Blanco and his staff officers, 
who congratulated him upon his great 
coup in discov ering a plot in w hich the 
liv es of so m any im portant persons were 
in danger. 
He w ill prob ab ly b e deco­ 
rated for this great serv ice. 
“ 1 had also in my pocket a noteb ook 
in w hich I w rote all the im portan t 
news ( f the day to cab le it a t night. 
Among tho different item s w ere two 
lines tha t read, ‘Un b oard the F ern they 
are cleaning 60 rifles w hich hav e b een 
fou n d .’ T he chief of police, in his w ild 
joy ov er the prospect of captu rin g the 
60 rifles w hich he thought were in ten d ­ 
ed for the insurgents, did not stop long 
enough to read the word Fern and m is­ 
took it for Teresa. 
“ F ou r officers were im m ediately d is­ 
patched to exam ine all tho b oats in the 
b ay nam ed Teresa. It is needless to add 
tha t their search was fruitless. 
The 
chief of police, in order to m ake it cer­ 
tain, took the note dow n on one of his 
ow n cards, w hich b y m istake he left in ­ 
side of my noteb ook, w hich he returned 
to me this morning, and w hich I intend 
to keep as a souv enir of the occasion aud 
of Spanish stupidity. 
“ D uring W eyler’s reign of terror I 
had thu m isfortune to go through sim i­ 
lar experiences, w ith the difference that 
1 was kept 1 year, 1 month, 6 days and 
2 hours loc ked in the Cab anas fortress 
b efore the Spaniards found they had no 
case against me. I m ust say to B lanco’s 
credit that in that respect he is quicker 
than VVeyler. 
“ W eyler returned to Spaiu, leav ing 
b ehind an ocean of tears aud insuperab le 
m ou ntains of hate in ev ery Cub an heart. 
Bpuiu, pretending to hav e repented of 
her w ar of exterm ination against the 
Cub ans, sent Blanco, m ild aud meek, 
to replace the ferocious Weyler. 
He 
cam e offering the oliv e b ranch of peace 
w ith prom ises of a change iu the policy 
o f persecution w hich W eyler had pu b ­ 
licly carried out. 
The Cub ans wore i n ­ 
v ited to retu rn from ab road and prom ­ 
ises were m ade to them tha t they should 
not again he molested. B u t like all the 
promises of Spain, they were not m ade 
in good faith. Uni y a few m onths hav e 
b een sufficient to prov e that, as my u n ­ 
fortun ate com panions can testify. 
“ It is tru e that Cub ans are no longer 
pub licly executed, w ith b rass 
b ands 
playing liv ely Spanish airs, as iu the 
days of Weyler, hut prisoners of w ar 
are all executed on the quiet. 
The C u ­ 
b ans detained in cities are not paraded 
through the streets in the daytim e ha n d ­ 
cuffed and tied in long strings, b ut they 
are now seized in their homes iu the 
m iddle of the night and dragged to the 
Cab ana fortress v ery early iu the m orn ­ 
ing so as to not allow- the new s to spread 
aud a larm the city, or else they m yste ­ 
riously disappear from the Jefatu ra, as 
has b een the ease w ith sev eral who hav e 
b een detained during 
these last few 
days and whose 
fam ilies are v ainly 
searching for them. 
' 
“ T he procedure of incom m unicado is 
still carried ou as in the palm y days of 
W eyler, and the prisoners are sub jected 
to the sam e tortu res and indignities, as 
M anuel Pardo can testify, w ho was 
b eaten b y the chief of police iu person 
to m ake him ‘confess.’ All these things 
are done today, when tthe Spaniards are 
preaching tha t they are carrying out a 
política de atracció n (a policy of a ttra c ­ 
tion). 
If that is today when they still 
hav e in the field 8 0,000 arm ed Cub ans 
to attract, w hat w ould it b e if the U n­ 
b ans w ere such fools as to b eliev e their 
prom ises and lay down their arms. 
As 
long as ev ery Spaniard considers ev ery 
Cub an an enemy, and a.* long as ev ery 
Cub an has only griev ances from ev ery 
Spaniard inofficial place, how can there 
b e peace in Cub a?” — N ew York ¿un.

says: 
“ W e w ill deliv er to the gov ernm ent 
at W ashington an alum inium aerial tor­ 
pedo ship, equipped for serv ice, one ca ­ 
pab le of crossing the ocean if necessary, 
carrying enough explosiv es to sink any- 
b attleship or reduce a fortification; one 
capab le of speed to exceed 20 knots per 
hour for at least a w eek’s time. 
The 
b uilding expenses will not exceed f 10,- 
000 each and can after arrangem ents 
are m ade for such work b e com pleted in 
two or three w eeks.”

Consul R ouusevelle W ildm an sends 
from Honkong to the state departm ent 
an answer to several inquiries concern­ 
ing the market for American g inseng in 
China. The report is as follow s: 
The price of g inseng , like the price of 
deer horn, is governed more by senti­ 
ment than by the law of supply and de­ 
mand. 
It depends upon the color, the 
form, the size and its fancied resem 
blauce to the human body . 
Two pieces 
of g inseng , both w eig hing the same and 
both oi the same color and taken from 
the same ground at the same 
time, 
m ig ht vary 100 per cent in price, and 
y et there is 1 1 0 real reason to occidental 
ey es for the distinction. 
The preferred 
variety is thin and has two lateral arms 
projecting from the stem, just above the 
body. 
Of course no such price as $ 100 an 
ounce is ever under any circumstances 
paid for the American growth, althoug h 
I have seen mandarin g inseng that was 
worth 135 times its own w eig ht in sil­ 
ver. 
As a g eneral statement, American 
g inseng will sell here for $3 to $3.50 
(g old) per pound. 
It would not sell for 
less and mig ht, if properly exploited, 
bring ten times that much; I mean if it 
were exhibited in such a way that the 
Chinese could buy it piece by piece as 
fish or chickens are bought in the public 
inarnet instead of by the quantity . 
The market for a good article is prac 
ticallv unlimited. 
There are 400,000,- 
000 Chinese, and all to some extent use 
g inseng . If tin y can once become satis­ 
fied with the results obtained from the 
tea made of the American g inseng , the 
y early demand w ill run up into the 
m illions of dollars’ worth. The manda­ 
rin, or imperial, g inseng ($50 to $200 
an ounce) is bey ond the reach of the 
majority , and the Korean g inseng is 
used more as a tonic than as a panacea. 
Hong kong is a free port, so the only ex­ 
pense of sending 
g inseng would 
bo 
freig ht across the continent and across 
the Pacific to Hongkong. 
As to packing, that is a question to 
be decided on the quality and condition 
of the article. 
Of course the crude root 
would com (3 in tig ht boxes or barrels, 
but the clarified would demand more 
care. 
If the exporter wished to test the 
market in competition w ith the Man­ 
churian g inseng, I w o u ll advise him 
to pack in cotton, so there could be no 
possible breakage or even rul bing of 
one root ag ainst another. 
I 1 any case 
the clarified root (rendered t:*a lslucent 
by steaming , skim m ing 
and 
dry ing ) 
should he packed carefully , so as not to 
break. 
The little part or nub where 
the arms join the stem is considered of 
far greater value than the lower section, 
w hile the part above ground is not oaten 
at all. 
It is supposed to be injurious. 
Consequently if the nub is broken off 
two-thirds of the value of 
the root 
would be gone. 
It must be attached to 
the body. Good g inseng breaks easily . 
The root is never powdered here. The 
reason iH that a Chinaman is justly sus­ 
picious of powder. 
When he pay s 50 
cents or $100 for an ounce of g inseng or 
$450 for a deer horn, he wants his mon­ 
e y ’s worth. The powder m ig ht be made 
of any similar root or horn of no value. 
Ginseng , like wine, increases in value 
w ith its age. The best g inseng has been 
g rowing for 100 to 200 y ears. 
The K o­ 
rean g inseng is supposed to arrive at 
perfection after 30 y ears, althoug h it is 
used after six y ears. 
This is one of the 
reasons w hy g inseng is so hig h priced. 
I take it for granted that the Am erican 
g inseng is w ild and so may be of any 
age, even more than a century old. The 
age is told by counting the ring s on the 
center and side roots, or those parts re­ 
sem bling the torso and arms. The plant 
loves m oisture and shade and is found 
on m ountain slopes, in dense forests, 
where sunlig ht never enters. 
If American farm ers of the m ountain 
reg ions 
of 
Pennsy lvania, M ichig an, 
Colorado, 
W y om ing , Georgia, 
Idaho 
and 
North 
Carolina, 
where g inseng 
g rows wild, would cultivate on laud that 
hail no other productive value, the crop 
would bo a splendid heritag e for the 
second generation, even if the orig inal 
planter did not realize upon it in his 
lifetime. 
There w ill alw ay s be a m ar­ 
ket for all kinds of good g inseng in 
China. 
It is absolutely believed in by all 
Chinese, from the hig hest to the lowest, 
and there would be m illions of testi­ 
monials as to its efficacy and the w on ­ 
ders it has accomplished for any one 
who desired them. 
Besides being used 
in cases of actual sickness, wealthy peo­ 
ple make it into a tea and drink it as a 
purely precautionary 
measure as we 
take quinine. It is prepared by putting 
a bit of tha root and some water in a 
small covered pot, which is placed in a 
larger pot full of water. 
When the wa- 
t2 r in the large pot boils, the infusion 
is ready for use. 
W. M. S. Beede, M. U , the United 
States consular surgeon at Hongkong, 
say s : 
“ W hile there is a difference between 
the American and Chinese species of 
ginseng in appearance it is undetermined 
whether or not they are identical in ac­ 
tion. 
It is at hast certain that the for­ 
mer is only agreeable in taste and per­ 
haps useful as 4 mild stomachro. 
The 
latter enjoy s in China the reputation of 
a 
panacea, 
and especially 
of 
being 
aphrodisiac. 
The affections for whose 
cure it is most esteemed are such as 
are usually treated by aromatic stimu- j 
lants— namely , dy spepsia, vom iting and 
nervous disorders.” 
American g inseng (y eong shano) is j 
imported by Hong kong and Canton mer- . 
chants to the extent of thousands of dol- i 
lars’ worth annually . One of the oldest 
and leading chemists o£ Hong kong has 
supplied me the follow ing notes cu the

Werner, a well known silversmith 
of Milwaukee, has discovered a method 
by w hich signs, pictures and drawing s 
can be made by the combined use of 
photography and electricity , and the in­ 
vention may cause a revolution in the 
n’t of engraving. 
He has been experi­ 
menting fo r ten y ears, and recently dis­ 
covered the method. 
The process is interesting. 
In the 
fir-t place, a drawing must be made of 
the sign or plate. This drawing is pho­ 
tographed and the photograph transfer­ 
red to a metal plate, which may bo of 
zinc, brass, copper, 
bronze, silver or 
any other metal. 
This metal plate is 
then hung on a copper wire into a so 
called bath 
and an electric current 
turned on. 
In a few seconds a copy of 
the lead pencil drawing is etched into 
the metal deep enough to be visible for 
100 y ears 
Then the plate is convey ed 
to another hath and ag ain connected 
with the electric current. 
At this m o­ 
ment the indentures begin to fill with 
jet black matter until they appear a l­ 
most even with the surface of the plate. 
1 he plate is then washed, dried and 
varnished with a coating expressly pre­ 
pared for this purpose. 
This protects it and saves the trouble 
of j 
l is h iu g . big ns which are exposed 
continually to the weather require deep 
etching and heavy enameling , so that 
they can be cleaned without injuring 
the surface. 
The same process may he 
applied to pictures and pen drawings, 
and the copies w ill last, for 1,000 y ears, 
leaving the contours of the faces, etc., 
sharp and distinct.— M ilwaukee W is­ 
consin.

Captain D. A. Yarborough, a wealthy 
planter near Athens, Ala., lias invented 
a machine which he claims will revolu­ 
tionize the cotton g rowing industry . 
It 
is a cotton chopper. 
The machine w a s 
set up in his plantation last y ear as an 
experiment and did such good work 
that Captain Yarborough decided to 
start manufacturing it. 
The invention was the work of neces­ 
sity, caused by a strike among Captain 
Yarborough’« negro farmhands in the 
middle of the picking season. The chop­ 
per does the w-ork of from 
10 to 15 
hands, chopping 15 to 20 acres of cot­ 
ton per day and leaving the soil in 
much better tillable condition than if 
done by hand. 
The construction of the 
machine is so simple that any country 
blacksmith or woodworker can build 
one.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
